Court hearing today 
as garbage piles up 


As garbage piled high on the side- 
walks of the country’s cities on the 
fourth day of the- municipal workers' 
strike, Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
said that he has asked the attorney- 
general to' act to bring forward a 
court hearing on back-to-work 
orders. 

The local authorities on Monday 
asked the Tel Aviv Labour Court to 
issue back-to-work orders against 
the strikers but die court said it 
would defer the hearing for two days 
(until today). 

Peres said yesterday he did not 
understand. the court decision. 

The heat yesterday caused the 
piles of garbage on the sidewalks to 
give off a stench. In Tel Aviv, visi- 
tors to the Hebrew Book Week stalls 
in Kikar Malchei Yisrael, which 
open todays will have to weave their 
way between the piles of refuse and 
posters urging the release of the 
Jewish terrorists (left over from last 
Sunday night’s demonstration). 
Garbage was also very much present 
in Dizcngoff Street and other main 
shopping thoroughfares. 

The dry’s drivers, on the other 
band, enjoyed a field day, with no 
threat of the Denver boot lurking for 


their wheels as municipal inspectors 
stayed home on strike. 

In Jerusalem, the municipality 
yesterday distributed 10,000 large 
nylon bags to enable the population 
to deposit their household garbage 
neatly. In the Ben-Yehuda pedes- 
trian mall the shopkeepers cleaned 
their storefronts by themselves. 

In Haifa the strike paralyzed the 
Carmeiit underground train, which 
normally services 11,000 passengers 
daily. Parents were notified that 
municipal kindergartens would be 
shut today. 

But Education Ministry director- 
general EHezer Shmueli yesterday 
said that the municipal workers’ 
strike should not lead to a closure of 
kindergartens. 

In Tel Aviv some kindergartens 
were expected to close today be- 
cause the teachers’ assistants are on 
strike. 

Garbage also piled up in Bcershe- 
ba around the giant green recepta- 
cles downtown and in the market 
area, as well as in the poorest neigh- 
bourhoods on the northern edge of 
town. But the rest of Beersheba was 
surprisingly clean after three days of 
the strike.

TEL AVIV. - Ail but 20 petrol 
stations throughout the country will 
be closed for 48 hours from 6 a.m. 
Ntoday, the Association of Service 
•^Station Owners and Agents decided 
yesterday. 

The temporary shutdown. *o press 
a demand for a higher commission 
on petrol* comes instead of an earlier 
threat to 'close the stations inde- 
finitely, 

Petrol will be made available to 
emergency services such as Magen 
David Adorn and the fire brigades, 
who were warned in advance to 
make sure their tanks were full. 

Others will be able to use the 


20 -odd stations that are not mem- 
bers of the association, as well as 
petrol stations in the administered 
areas. In case of emergency, the 
public can call either the Association 
offices. Tel. 03-287627, or the sales 
department of the Delek fuel com- 
pany. Tel. 03-630530. 

The strike will be felt hardest in 
the Tel Aviv area, where all petrol 
stations will be taking pan. 

Meanwhile, the gas agents are 
continuing their indefinite strike in 
support of a 50 per cent increase in 
their commission, which began on 
Sunday. They are not willing to 
supply gas even in cases of emergen- 
cy. but will be available for emergen- 
cy repairs in the event of a gas leak.

With Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres and Vice Premier and Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Sh amir due to 
meet today to seek an agreed formu- 
la over the Taba issue, both the 
Alignment and the Likud were bol- 
stering their principals’ positions 
yesterday and making threatening 
noises about a possible crisis in the 
national unity government. 

Four important Labour Party 
doves met yesterday and announced 
that if the Likud rejected arbitration 
over Taba in the dispute with Egypt, 
“the national unity government 
would be nearing the end of the 
road." 

Labour Party Secretary Uzi 
Baram came to tins conclusion along 
with Abba Eban, chairman of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee, Rafael Edri, 
chairman of the Alignment faction, 
and Aharon Harel, sometimes consi- 
dered one of Peres’ close confidants. 

The four warned that the Likud 
could weaken the peace with Bgypt 
and endanger prospects of peace 
with Jordan. 

Questioned by reporters. Edri 
stressed that the Alignment faction 
as such had not yet taken any official 
stand over Taba. 


When Shamir briefed the Likud 
Knesset faction last night over the 
Taba issue, he too warned that a 
crisis in the national .unity govern- 
ment could result if the Alignment 
insisted on leapfrogging over the 
provision in the peace treaty that 
specified conciliation, and going 
straight to arbitration . 

Without mentioning Alignment 
Energy Minister Moshe Shahal by 
name. Shamir said it was a “crude 
lie" for anyone to accuse him of 
reneging on his own commitment to 
arbitration. 

He also rejected Shahal’s charge, 
uttered yesterday to a Kol Yisrael 
reporter, that Israeli obduracy over 
Taba could create an additional 
obstacle to negotiations with Jordan. 

Shamir accused Egypt of trying to 
"dictate" to Israel by insisting on 
arbitration as the only procedure 
and by Unking the return of the 
ambassador to Tel Aviv and the 
restoration of normalization to 
Israeli acceptance of the course of 
arbitration for immediate imple- 
mentation. 

Not only was conciliation pro- 
vided for in the treaty and entirely 
legitimate, Shamir said, but it was 
also favoured by nearly all the fore-

Legal system endangered, Zamir warns 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
last night warned that the country’s 
legal system was in danger because 
of the repeated attempts to inter- 
vene in and influence the outcome of 
trials pending before the courts. 

Speaking at the Israel Bar Asso- 
ciation in Jerusalem, Zamir referred 
to the attempts by Gush Emunim to 
have the accused and convicted 
members of the Jewish terrorist 
organization released early. He 
warned that unless such activities 
ceased, Israel could face a situation 
where public pressure not only de- 


termined the release of defendants 
and convicted prisoners but also 
brought about people’s conviction. 

The Association for Civil Rights in 
Israel yesterday also warned that 
there was a tendency to call for 
discrimination in passing sentences. 
Referring specifically to the calls for 
the death sentence to be passed on 
"Arab terrorists" or for deportation 
to be used against "Arab inciters," 
the Acri statement warns that the 
deterrent effect of such sentences 
has never been proven and recalls 
their failure to curb Israel's struggle 
for independence. 


Superpowers open talks on Afg hanis tan 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Senior 
U.S. and Soviet officials yesterday 
began the first superpower talks oh 
Afghanistan in three years. 

American officials said they 
hoped that the meeting, which con- 
tinues today, might give some in- 
dication of how the parties involved 
in the long-running conflict could 
move towards a political settlement. 

They said Moscow had been hint- 
ing in recent weeks that moves to- 
wards a political solution would find 
favour with Mikhail Gorbachev, 


who took over the Soviet leadership 
in March. 

The officials said Moscow was 
hinting that an end to U.S.. Chinese 
and Pakistani support for Afghan 
rebels could lead to a partial with- 
drawal of Soviet troops, which inter- 
vened in Afghanistan in December. 
1979. That position was not one 
acceptable to any of the parties 
opposing the Soviet role in Afgha- 
nistan, but would at least serve as a 
starting point for the talks, the offi- 
cials said.

U.S.: Bern to get his 700 
if he frees the hostages 

Won’t make 


Bern threatens to wash 
his hands of the hijacking

Shi'ite Amal militia leader 
Nabih Bern yesterday told the 
U.S. that the ball was in its court 
after the TWA hijackers in 
Beirut released three more pas- 
sengers. Berri added that if Israel 
did not agree to release the 700 
Shi'ite prisoners it is holding, he 
would wash his hands of the 
whole affair. 

About 40 passengers, mostly 
American, remain in Shi'ite captiv- 
ity around Beirut, said Beni, speak- 
ing of the hijacking of the TWA 
jetliner by Shi'ite gunmen, which 
began last Friday after the Boeing 
727 left Athens bound for Rome. 
The airliner is now parked in Beirut 
Airport, guarded by Amal militia- 
men. 

Bern yesterday told newsmen: 

"Now. for more than 40 Amer- 
icans - and they are innocent - the 
Israelis don't accept to free 700 
Lebanese who are also innocent. 
There is no judgment, no charge 
against them." he added. 

"If Israel does not release them, 
then I. as a mediator, will wash my 
hands of the case." Berri, speaking 
in French, told a packed news con- 
ference at his apartment in West 
Beirut. 

Asked if there was a deadline, he 
said in broken English: "When I see 
nobody obey (respond to) me. then I 
take my hands off." 

It was at Bern’s news conference 
that the release of Greek singer 


Demis Roussos. his American 
secretary Pamela Smith, and Arthur 
Taigontsidis. an American of Greek 
descent, was made public. 

The three, looking drained and 
perspiring in the summer heat, 
flanked Berri through his one-hour 
conference and then went to the 
Greek Embassy in West Beirut with 
Ambassador Avangelos Georiou. 

Roussos and the two Americans 
later crossed Beirut's dividing green 
line by car and took a boat from the 
Christian port of Jounieh north of 
Beirut to Larnaca. Cyprus. 

An airport official said the plane's 
captain. John Testrake. of Rich- 
mond. Missouri, remained aboard 
the parked plane. 

"The control tower talked to him 
this evening and his voice is recorded 
on tape." the official said, request- 
ing anonymity. "He called the con- 
trol tower from the plane as a matter 
of routine, checking his mic- 
ropbone." 

The officials said all other hos- 
tages were “definitely out of the 
aircraft." 

Beni urged the U.S. to pressure 
Israel into releasing 700 mainty 
Shi'ite Lebanese prisoners in ex- 
change for the TWA hostages, 
saying the five-day-old hijack drama 
would then "be finished in 24 
hours."

WASHINGTON. - ThelU.S. 
yesterday continued to (press 
Lebanese Shi'ite leader Nabih! Berri 
to release the remaining 40 Amer- 
ican hostages taken from a TWA 
airliner last week. At the same time, 
the White House and the Stare De- 
partment refused to ask Israel to 
release the 700 Lebanese Shi'ite pris- 
oners as Berri and the hijackers have 
demanded. 

“Our policy remains that we will 
not make deals with terrorists, nor 
will we encourage others to do so.” 
said State Department spokesman 
Bernard Kalb. 

But privately. U.S. officials say 
they hope that some face-saving di- 
plomatic formula may yet be found 
enabling the American passengers 
and crew members to be freed. 

They insisted that the administra- 
tion would not allow this ordeal to 
become “another Iran." a reference 
to the 444-day captivity of {Amer- 
icans in Teheran during the Carter 
administration in 1979/1980. 

U.S. officials in Beirut, led by 
Ambassador Reginald Barth- 
olomew, continued to assure Beni 
that Israel would be prepared to free 
the Shi’ite prisoners, but only after

IRC may approach Israel oh Shi’ites

Israel may be approached by the * 
International Red Cross (IRC) in 
connection with the release of the 
700 Shi'ite prisoners it is holding. 
Prime Minister Peres said yesterday. 

"As of now, the Americans have 
approached us and told us that it is 
possible that the Red Cross will 
approach us," Peres said on Kol 
Yisrael radio last night. “If the Red 
Cross does approach us. we will 
receive them. We will hear what they 
have to sav." 

But Peres stressed that “no re- 
quest has been made by the Amer- 
ican government for Israel to do 
anything or declare anything. ** 

An IRC spokesman in Geneva 
said yesterday that the organization 
would be prepared to oversee an 
exchange of the Shi'ites and the 
hostages on the hijacked TWA air- 


craft. He noted, however, that the 
IRC had not yet been asked to 
intervene in the affair, and that its 
policy was not to do so unless asked 
by the parties involved. 

Speaking at the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee 
yesterday. Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin confirmed that the IRC 
had not yet approached Israel. 

He noted that the U.S. remains 
the only address for the demands 
being made by the hijackers of the 
TWA aircraft- “There is nothing for 
us to do in this regard, he added." 

Rabin also noted that Shi’ites had 
hijacked nine aircraft since March 
1982, and that this activity was “not 
connected to the prisoner ex- 
change." 

But Deputy Premier Yitzhak 
Navon. who was the only minister to 
have opposed last month's prisoner 


exchange, said in Kixyat Shmona 
yesterday that “it could well be that 
this encouraged other terrorists to 
try their luck." 

At a briefing in Tel Aviv yester- 
day, Israel Defence Forces Judge 
Advocate-General Tai-AIuf Ben- 
Zion Farhi said that, from tljie legal 
point of view, it would be far {simpler 
to release the 700 Shi’ites than it was 
to release the 1,150 terrorists last 
month. He noted that the Shi'ites 
had been transferred to Israel under 
an administrative order that could 
easily be cancelled. 

But the chairman of the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee, Abba Eban, said yesterday 
that he would ask the government to 
inform the committee before it took 
any decision on the release of the 
Shi’ites. 


Interview with TWA hostess causes anger

TEL AVIV. - “I am not going to fly 
TWA again until 1 hear that that 
German stewardess has been fired,” 
a TWA passenger told The Jeru- 
salem Post yesterday after seeing the 
Israel Television news dip in which 
the stewardess said she had selected 
passengers with Jewish-sounding 
names for the hijackers aboard the 
plane now in Beirut. 

TWA in Israel yesterday denied 
that the stewardess had carried out 
the "selection," stating that Israel 
TV broadcast only a small part of the 
interview she gave Monday. 


In the second part of the 280- 
second interview, the stewardess 
corrected herself, saying that it was 
not her but the terrorists who had 
singled out the group of passengers 
with Jewish-sounding names. 

In the 90-second clip of the inter- 
view broadcast via satellite on Mon- 
day night, the stewardess stated that 
since the terrorists spoke German 
but no English, she conducted the 
negotiations with them. 

She said that she was handed 145 
passports of the hijacked plane's 
passengers and asked to take out 
those with Jewish-sounding names. 


She said she selected six or seven of 
them. 

However, in the second part of the 
interview, which was not broadcast 
in Israel, the stewardess was asked 
how she knew which of the names 
were Jewish. She reportedly cor- 
rected herself and said she only col- 
lected the passports, while the ter- 
rorists took out the names they 
thought were Jewish. 

Many Israelis were outraged when 
they saw the televised interview, and 
a few of them called TWA yesterday 
to protest.

Berri says war against Palestinians is over 


BEIRUT (AP). - Shi'ite Moslem 
leader Nabih Berri announced 
yesterday that the month-old war 
against Palestinian fighters for con- 
trol of Beirut's refugee camps was 
over and said orders for a “final 
ceasefire” were issued. 

The police said that only isolated 
sniper fire and a few rocket attacks 
were reported at the camps since the 
new ceasefire was proclaimed in 
fighting that has left 595 persons 
killed and 2,381 wounded. 

Berri told a news conference that 
the ceasefire was the result of media- 


tion by Syrian President 
Assad’s government. 


Hafez 


He said a committee made up of 
representatives of his Amal mili tia, 
the leftist Druse Progressive Social- 
ist Party and the Palestinian Salva- 
tion Front was set up in Beirut to 
supervise the ceasefire and arrange- 
ments were under way to send the 
Red Cross to evacuate the wounded 
from the three refugee camps of 
Sabra, Shatilla, and Bourj al- 
Barajneh. 

He said two Syrian officers were 


acting as observers on the commit- 
tee. 

The new order would also prohibit 
armed presence in the camps, Berri 
said. 

Beni's announcement was made 
after warring Shi’ite and Palestinian 
leaders had signed a .Syrian- 
sponsored agreement for a ceasefire 
in the Beirut camps. 

The accord, struck in Damascus, 
also called on the Lebanese Army to 
take up security duties in the camps 
and the disarming of combatants. 


Herzog debates Unifil with Irish PM

DUBLIN. - Despite President Her- 
zog's attempts to draw parallels be- 
tween PLO and pro visional IRA 
terrorism, Irish Prime Minister Gar- 
ret Fitzgerald yesterday reaffirmed 
Ireland’s commitment to the PLO's 
association with the peace process. 

Fitzgerald, speaking on the 
second day of Herzog’s state visit to 
Ireland, complained bitterly: “Both 
during the Israeli occupation of 
South Lebanon and before and since 
that occupation, our people have 
□either understood nor been able to 
assess the manner in which Israeli 
forces, and militias supported, 
armed and advised by the Israeli 
army, have harassed and at times 


physically attacked the Unifil forces, 
including the Irish contingent - all 
toe more so because they see. this 
force, if it were allowed to carry out 
its duties unhindered, as an impor- 
tant potential protection for Israel 
itself.” 

Herzog responded with a detailed 
analysis of why Israel had gone into 
Lebanon, and criticized Unifil’s 
“selectivity” in negotiating with and 
recognizing the Shi’ite militia.' Uni-. 
fil, ne.said- rniiktfoafotam iniripar- 
tial relationship with all feetnffifias'' 
in Lebanon. 

But Hetzog also praised the Irish 
battalion as “a model within Unifil" 
and reiterating the Israel govern- 
ment’s regret for incidents involving 


Irish Unifil men which were, he said, 
“the result of a cool atmosphere of 
suspicion and hate 
At a dinner hosted by the Pru- 
dent and his wife,- Irish President 
Patrick Hillexy spoke of the many 
similarities between Israel and Ire- 
land, and told Herzog: "Nothing can 
diminish the deep admiration which 
the Irish people feel for the achieve- 
ments of the people of Israel in very 
difficult circumstances.'’ i

visiting Ireland, and an exchange of 
teachers and students between the 
Irish National College of Art and 
Design and the Bezalel Art School, 
Jerusalem. 
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Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Fonner cabinet secretary Arye 
Naor yesterday revealed that one of 
the crucial decisions of the Lebanon 
War was based on inadequate in- 
formation. 

Condemning the governments 
decision- making process in mid-1982 
as “impressionistic rather than 
analytical,’* Naor said that the 
cabinet was not aware when it 
approved the order to attack the 
Syrian missile complex early in the 
war that the top generals involved 
had serious reservations about the 
plan. SoeaJdng to a seminar on the 
war at the Hebrew University, he 
described the attack on the Syrian 
missiles as marking the transforma- 
tion of “Operation Peace for 
Galilee” into the Lebanon War. 

Naor said that the highest-ranking 
army officer brought by then de- 
fence minister Ariel Sharon to the 


cabinet meeting that decided on the 
bombing of the missiles was a 
brigadier-general. The government 
was not informed of the objections 
to the plan by the chief-of-staff. the 
deputy chief-of-staff, the comman- 
der of the Air Force and O.C. North- 
ern Command, he said. 

Naor contrasted this with the deci- 
sion to bomb the Iraqi nuclear reac- 
tor. Here, top defence and nuclear 
officials detailed their reservations 
to the cabinet but then prime minis- 
ter Menachem Begin was able to 
convince bis colleagues to approve 
the air strike. 

Naor also alleged that the govern- 
ment's original derision to approve a 
40-kilometre incursion into Lebanon 
was based on inadequate informa- 
tion. Naor said that general-staff 
studies had shown that the Syrians 
were likely to be drawn into such a 
campaign. But the cabinet and Begin 


were not informed of this. When 
then minister Mordechai Zipori 
warned of likely Syrian involvement. 
Begin played down his feats, while 
Sharon and then chief-of-staff 
Rafael Eitan said nothing. 

Naor said it was therefore essen- 
tial that the post of ••intelligence 
adviser” to the government be set 
up. The adviser would be indepen- 
dent of the defence establishment 
zpid his brief would be to inform the 
cabinet of all the implications of 
military decisions. 

Naor saw the attorney-general as a 
model for the post of intelligence 
adviser, as. alrhough formally an 
official of the Justice Ministry, the 
attorney general supplies indepen- 
dent advice on legal matters to the 
government. Naor pointed out that 
the setting up of the post of intelli- 
gence adviser was one of the main 
conclusions of the Agranai commis-

The two small home-made bombs 
that exploded yesterday in Ramot 
and at French Hill in Jerusalem were 
made by the same people, using 
match heads and gunpowder for the 
explosive. The Jerusalem Post 
learned from police sources. No one 
was injured by the explosions. 

The two bombs, with barely 100 
grams of explosive, blew up within 
five minutes of each other at bus 
stops. The first went off in Ramot at 
about 7.45 a. m. 

Jerusalem police chief Haim 
Albaldes immediately issued a call to 
the public to be on die alert for more 
explosive devices. The number of 
calls to the police switchboard re-, 
porting suspicious objects increased 
sharply over previous weeks. 

About 30 Arabs were arrested, 
mostly from construction sites in 
both neighbourhoods, but almost all 
were released by evening, police 
sources said. 

In Tel Aviv yesterday morning, 
two explosive devices were found 
attached to gas canisters in Rehov 
Ha’aliya and were neutralized by 
police demolition experts. The 
police arrested, but later released, 
32 Arabs. 

The first of the devices - in a 


polythene bag - was sported at 6 
a.m. by Menashe Beita. 72. owner of 
a nearby vegetable stand. He threw 
the bag into the road, bul a passerby- 
spotted it and called the police. 

The second device, also in a 
polythene bag. was discovered 
across the street while the police 
were checking out the area. This 
device, too. was neutralized. 

Suspecting that there might be 
additional bombs in the area, the 
police closed off the area between 
Alienby and Saiameh streets but 
found nothing. Several dozen Arab 
passersby were arrested for ques- 
tioning, but were larer released. Itim 
reports. 

On Monday night petrol bombs 
were hurled at two Israeli patrols in 
the Hebron area. No injuries or 
damage were reported. 

The first incident occurred when 
die patrol drove past a school in the 
el-Fawar refugee camp south of 
Hebron. Three bottles filled with 
inflammable liquid were thrown 
from the school courtyard. 

Early yesterday morning, a Bor- 
der Police jeep parked opposite the 
Dchaishe refugee camp was the ob- 
ject of a similar attack. 

In both instances. Israel Defence 
Forces soldiers sealed off the area 
and made some arrests. I

Fonner Secretary of State Henry

Egged defends crash driver

TEL AVIV. - Egged yesterday de- 
fended driver Ruth Davidov who 
was killed when she drove a busload 
ofPetah Tifcva schoolchildren onto a 
railway track in front of an oncoming 
nain near moshav Habonim on June 
IX. 

While a number of committees of 
inquiry are still probing the crash, in 
which 22 persons died, various re- 
ports have suggested that the acci- 
dent was due to error on Davidov’ s 
part, A complaint against Davidov - 
charging that on an earlier school 
outing she had arrived half an hour 
late and had sides wiped two cars - 
reached the Egged Tours office on 
the day of the fatal accident. 

The complaint, lodged by Shlotnit 
Efron, principal of the Hayovel 
elementary school in Ra’anana. 
charged that in the outing three 
weeks before the crash Davidoy had 
sideswiped one parked car in Kfar 
Sava and another, later, in Jeru- 
salem. Ekron said that Davidov’s 
driving bad spoiled the outing and 


had asked Egged to compensate the 
class with another free one-day ex- 
cursion. , 

The company denied all know- 
ledge of a complaint by parents who 
took part in the trip that Davidov 
had driven wildly. Their complaint, 
reported in The Jerusalem Post on 
Monday, was sent three weeks ago. 
It noted that Davidov had not stop- 
ped to leave her identification with 
the cars she damaged, and that on 
other parts of the journey she had 
driven very wildly. 

Egged spokesman Gideon Talmor 
said that apart from Ekron ’s letter 
and the fetal crash, Davidov's record 
was clean. “(There was) not one 
single complaint. On the contrary, 
her personal file was full of letters of 
praise from various schools." He 
added that she was so good that 
Egged had used her to transport the 
children of Egged members to sum- 
mer camp last year. 

Talmor said that Davidov had re- 
ported the Jerusalem sideswiping in- 
cident but not the alleged one in Kfer 


Sava. He added that maneuvering 
in the Kfar Sava police station, 
where it allegedly happened, was 
difficult. The exact details could not 
be known as she was dead, he said. 
The Jerusalem car-owner had been 
compensated for the damage to his 
car, which was “almost nil." 

Sideswiping should be avoided, 
but it sometimes occurs, said Tal- 
mor. But from this to go on to say 
that Davidov was a “reckless" driver 
is magnifying things out of all prop- 
ortion, he said. 

Ekron told The Jerusalem Post 
that she bad not been on the Kfar 
Sava- Jerusalem excursion and bad 
complained on the basis of reports 
made to her. However, she added, 
she had not heard that Davidov bad 
engaged in “wild” driving. 

Ekron said that she had not filed 
the complaint to receive the free 
excursion but to prevent accidents. 
Her school, she said, orders 120 
buses a year and this was the first 
rime she had complained against a 
driver. 


Government inquiry report due today 

‘Bus driver’s error caused collision 3

HAIFA. - The repon of the 
government-appointed inquiry com- 
mission into the cause of last Tues- 
day's train-bus collision that claimed 
22 lives is due to be made public 
today. 

The findings are to be reported by 
Transport Minister Haim Corfu to 
the inter-ministerial committee on 
road safety. 

According to sources close to the 
commission, the accident was the 
result of an error by the bus driver. 

In the eight days since the acci- 
dent, the inquiry team, headed by 
Prof. Moshe Livneh of the Tetim- 
ion. has examined numerous factors 
that may have played a part in the 
accident. 

These included the condition of 
the train engine and the bus involved 
in die collision. Both were apparent- 
ly found to be in good order. 

The dirt track leading to the level 
crossing near Moshav Habonim 
where die accident happened also 
came under dose scrutiny, as did the 
railway line itself. 


The investigators also inspected 
level crossings along a stretch of the 
Haifa-Tei Aviv line from just north 
of Netanya to Haifa to see if the 
safety precautions were sufficient. 

The investigation included two re- 
constructions of the accident and 
gathering information from eyewit- 
nesses, including the train driver. 

Several theories have been put 
forward: that the bus driver mis- 
judged the distance and speed of the 
approaching train, that she may have 
hesitated in confusion while crossing 
the railway line, the bus engine may 
not have responded immediately, or 
the rear wheels may have skidded on 
the dirt track: 

Several facts have emerged, 
however. The bus stopped before 
crossing, as required by law. and 
then moved slowly over the tracks 
even though the train was 
approaching. 

The train driver, according to the 
locomotive's speedband, was 
travelling wi thin die legal limit for 
this stretch of the track. He spotted 
the bus, hooted and started to brake 
400 metres from the crossing. The 


train’s speed at the point of impact 
was estimated at 70-75 kilometres 
per hour. 

Corfu told the Knesset last night 
that he is due to receive the report of 
the committee at 9 a.m. today. 

Replying to a motion for the agen- 
da by Haim Kaufman (Likud- 
Herut), Corfu said he plans to trans- 
mit the report to the Ministerial 
Committee on Road Safety at 12 
noon. The Knesset decided to hold a 
fullscale debate on the subject. 

Road-safety expert Dr. Moshe 
Bekker said that although the acci- 
dent was a national disaster, it 
should not overshadow the fatalities 
and casualties that regularly occur 
on Israel’s roads. 

He said it was important to re- 
member that about 1,300 persons 
died in traffic accidents in the last 
three years, double the numb er of 
soldiers killed in Lebanon during the 
same period. 

The government invested billions 
of dollars in the Lebanon war, but 
only $30-40 million was set aside 
annually for road safety .

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Only one nurse 
for three beds

TEL AVIV. - There is only one 
nurse per 2.5-3 beds in intensive care 
units in Israeli hospitals compared to 
one per bed in Europe, Prof. 
Menahem Rorstein of Rambam 
Hospital told a news conference here 
yesterday. It was called to preview 
an international congress on inten- 
sive care in Jerusalem next week. 

Prof. Shamai Kotev of Hadassah 
Hospital in Jerusalem, president of 
the congress, emphasized that one of 
Israel’s contributions to the field of 
intensive care is the ability to pro- 
vide higb-quality care despite li- 
mited resources. 

Rorstein, however, preferred to 
emphasize the other side of the coin. 
“Hadassah Hospital is like America. 
Beilinson Hospital (in Petah Tlkva) 
is somewhere between Europe and 
the Middle East and we at Rambam 
(in Haifa) are like India,” he said. 
“This country works very well in 
crisis. Last week, after the bus acci- 
dent, I could have anything I needed 
but that isn’t always true of everyday 
accidents and we do sometimes have 
to turn patients away.” 

“I’m sure even my friends in ‘In- 
dia’ manage to improvise solutions,” 
Kotev said. “I never heard of a baby, 
or any other patient, dying because 
there was no room in the intensive- 
care unit.” 

Jaffa grenade thrower 
gets 15 years’ prison 

The military court in Lod yester- 
day sentenced a Jaffa man, Hafez 
Kundus, to 15 years in prison for 
throwing a hand grenade at the 
house of an Arab notable. 

The grenade was thrown at Abed 
Kaukab’s house in January 1984, 
causing some damage. 

Earlier that year, Kundus had vi- 
sited Denmark, joined the Fatah 
organization and was scheduled to 
recede $25,000 with which to buy 
weapons in Israel.

Shahal and Moda’i clash 
over petrol price hike

A dispute has erupted between 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
and Energy Minister Moshe Shabal 
over the May 27 increase in the price 
of petrol, by 41 percent. 

Charging that the sharp price hike 
was sanctioned without prior con- 
sultation with his ministry, SLahal 
yesterday fired off an angry letter to 
Moda’i. in which be writes: “In the 
future I shall not approve any change 
in the price of fuel unless and until I 
am convinced that it is in accord with 
cost calculations by my ministry.’' 

Changes in fuel prices must be 
approved by the ministers of finance 
and energy. In the May 27 increase, 
petrol prices were raised arbitrarily 
by 41 per cent by the Treasury after 
the Energy Ministry had recom- 
mended an increase of 25 per cent. 

The differential was due to a high- 
er excise tax tagged on without 
notifying Shahal. 


Reminding Moda'i that the Ener- 
gy Ministry's policy is to raise fuel 
prices solely to the extent of main- 
taining their relationship to the 
actual costs of acquiring the crude 
oil. refining it and covering the ven- 
dors' commissions. SbahaJ adds: 
“The pricing of petroleum products 
is a basic factor in the Ministry of 
Energy's policy. Therefore, it is in- 
conceivable that price changes in 
fuel should be made without full 
coordination with the ministry. 

“To prevent a recurrence of the 
May 27 incident , " Shahal writes, “all 
proposals to raise the price of pet- 
roleum products to the consumer 
should first be submitted to the 
director-general of my ministry, the 
Fuel Administration and the Treas- 
ury’s budget director. 

“Only after an understanding is 
reached between these three parties 
should a decision on raising the price 
of these products be made by the 
ministers of finance and energy," 
Shahal concluded.

Businessman is held 
in E31.1b. fraud ease

A IS1.1 billion fraud attempt, 
foiled by a bank teller's suspicions 
about a signature on a cheque for 
hundreds of millions of shekels, has 
resulted in the arrest of a prominent 
businessman, the establishment of 
an internal Communications Minis- 
try inquiry, and a Belgian inquiry 
that could lead to more arrests. 

The alleged fraud attempt in- 
volved a well-known diamond and 
gold merchant in Tel Aviv and 
Antwerp. The man, an Israeli 
citizen, allegedly forged Bezek com- 
munications company cheques and 
signatures, swindling the American- 
Israel Bank and Bezek out of some 
$100,000 before the scheme was 
aborted by investigators. 

The affair began in April, when 
the suspect acquired original Bezek 
cheque printing plates, apparently 
with help from workers at the Kfar 
Habad printing plant where Bezek 
prints much of its stationery. 

The man, who was arrested early 
last week, is suspected of. forging 
four cheques, plus two others stolen 
from the Labour and Social Affairs 
Ministry in 1984. and depositing 
them, starting on April 29. in a Tel 
Aviv branch of the American- Israel 
bank. 


Once all the cheques were depo- 
sited, the suspect returned to Bel- 
gium. and waited a few weeks before 
calling the bank branch to find out 
how much money he had ia his 
account. 

He did not know that the very first 
cheque he deposited had aroused the 
suspicions of a teller, who com- 
mented to her immediate supervisor 
about the signature on the cheque. 

The supervisor brought the matter 
to the branch manager, who. via the 
security office of the Postal Bank, 
brought the matter to Bezek ’s secur- 
ity department and to the police. 

The authorities arranged to allow 
the man to continue depositing the 
cheques, in order to create the evi- 
dence and to find out who his accom- 
plices were. 

When the suspect returned from 
Antwerp early last week, to empty 
his account, he was arrested. 

Police sources say that he man- 
aged to spend some IS99m, of the 
lSl.lb. he deposited in the account. 

The Communications Ministry 
has established an internal inquiry to

JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Four 
blacks were killed late Monday and 
early yesterday as riots stemming 
from opposition to the controlling 
white minority's racial policies 
erupted in segregated black 
townships across South Africa, the 
police reported. 

Yesterday morning, the private 
bus company that serves black areas 
around Johannesburg said it was 
ending service into four densely 
populated townships after 84 vehi- 
cles were stoned on Monday. A 
spokesman for the company said 
buses would stop at the outskirts of 
Katie hong. Alexandra, Tembisa and 
Kwathema, forcing some commu- 
ters to walk kilometres to their 
homes. 

Service was continuing in Soweto. 

The police said they shot dead 
three youths in Bongolethu 
township near Oudtshoorn after a 
crowd tried to burn the house of a 
black policeman. Another arsonist 
was reported seriously wounded by 
police gunfire. 

A 2(Vyear-old man was killed by a 
gasoline bomb when his house in 
Kwazakeie township near Port Eli- 
zabeth was attacked by arsonists. 
The incident appeared part of an 
upsurge of fighting in the area be- 
tween rival black-rights groups. 

Homes occupied by members of 
the United Democratic Front and 


the Azanian People's Organization 
came under attack in the Port Eli- 
zabeth area. Four Front supporters 
were reported' burned in a single 
incident. 

Meanwhile. South Africa rejected 
late Monday U.S. criticism of the 
South African raid on suspected 
guerrilla houses in Botswana. 

Foreign Minister R.F. Botha said: 
“Apparently the U.S. is of the opin- 
ion that it has the right to protect 
U.S. interests wherever they might 
be threatened, but smaller nations, 
like South Africa, should be denied 
that same right.” 

Hie U.S. yesterday for the first 
time publicly accused South Africa 
of trying to sabotage U.S.-owned ofl 
installations in Angola last month. 

A U.S. statement issued in Johan- 
nesburg said: “Recent actions of the 
South African government, includ- 
ing the attack on Gulf Ofl in Cabinda 
(northern Angola), the Botswana 
raid and the establishment of inter- 
nal administration in Namibia, raise 
the most serious questions.” 

In Paris, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said France considered 
null and void the interim govern- 
ment installed by South Africa in 
South-West Africa, and said it re- 
mained in favour of the rapid ap- 
plication of the UN plan calling for 
internationally supervised elections.

CAPE CANAVERAL. Florida

OTTAWA (AP). - A meeting to 
review progress on the 1975 Helsinki 
human-rights pledges has ended 
with a final flourish of counter- 
charges that illustrate the deep divi- 
sions between East and West.

There have been several follow-up 
meetings since Helsinki under the 
conference on Security and Coop- 
eration in Europe, but this was the 
first devoted solely to human rights 
and the first held outside Europe. 

Even after closing statements 
from tee delegates, with tee gavel 
about to fall, last-minute wrangling 
delayed tee end of the meeting by 
more than an hour. 


Richard Schifter, head of tee U.S. 
delegation, and Vsevelod Sofinsky, 
his Soviet counterpart, traded jibes 
about chandeliers in tee Moscow 
subway and tee condition of blacks 
in tee American south . 

The ambassadors from Bulgaria 
and Turkey reopened a debate over 
alleged repression of ethnic Turks in 
Bulgaria. The Bulgarian said there 
are no ethnic Turks in his country 
and attacked Turkey's human rights 
record dating back to the Ottoman 
Empire. 

Schifter told a news conference he 
was not surprised tee meeting was 
unable to fulfill its mandate of pre- 
paring conclusions and recom- 
mendations, considering sharp dis- 
agreements on human rights. 

“The end result here is an honest 
reflection of tee situation," he said. 


China moves up young professionals 


PEKING (AP). - China replaced 
nine key government ministers 
yesterday, including the chiefs of 
defence research and education as . 
part of the Communist Party's prog- 
ramme to move young professionals 
into senior positions. 

The standing committee of the 
National People's Congress, China's 
parliament, announced tee appoint- 
ments and said the average age of tee 
new ministers is below 55. 

In an announcement carried by 
tee official news agency Xinhua, tee 
standing committee said tee minis- 
ters of astronautics, education, elec- 
tronics industry, ordnance, pet- 
roleum industry, coal industry, rail- 
ways, radio and television have been 
replaced. 

Also replaced ^as the minister of 


the commission of science, technolo- 
gy and industry for national defence . 
which conducts research for the 
military. 

Xinhua said tee new appointees - 
are university graduates or tee 
equivalent and were formerly chief 
engineers, geologists, research insti- 
tute directors or academics. 


30 die in Egypt crash 

CAIRO (AP). - Thirty persons were 
killed in a collision between a pas- 
senger. train and a freight train in 
southern Egypt, the Middle East 
News Agency (Mena) said yester- 
day. 

Fourteen persons were injured in 
tee Monday afternoon crash. 


Soviets plan giant ’ 
Caucasus tunnel 

MOSCOW (Reuter). - Soviet en- 
gineers are planning a new railway, 
including Europe’s longest tunnel, 
through the southern Caucasus 
Mountains to avoid detours on 
freight and passenger routes, tee 
daily Pravda said yesterday. 

The new line will stretch from 
Tbilisi, tee capital of Soviet Georgia, 
.to Ordzhonikidze 180 kilometres 
further north, cutting the present 
passenger route by 150 km., and the 
freight distance by some 1,000 km. 

The ambitious project across 
earthquake-prone terrain will in- 
dude a 23 km. tunnel and almost 100 
bridges and viaducts, but will save 
several milli on dollars a year in cur- 
rent transportation costs, Pravda 
said. 


U.S. and Soviets 
discuss space weapons 

GENEVA (AP). - U.S. and Soviet 
negotiators on defence and space 
weapons met yesterday for over 
three hours, a U.S. statement said. 

Details of the substance of the 
.meeting were kept secret under the 
confidentiality agreement between 
the two sides. 

The session between teams 
headed by Yuli Kvitsinsky and Max 
Kampelman, who also heads the 
U.S. delegation, took place at the 
U.S. arms-contro! offices. 

The date, location and subject of 
the next meeting were not 
announced in advance.

the southern Indian city of Madras, 
according to Sri Lankan security 
sources. 

Athulathmudali said the arrange- 
ment would help to create a proper 
atmosphere to work out a political 
solution to end tee unrest between 
tee majority Sinhalese and minority 
Tamil communities. The guerrillas 
have been fighting to set up a sepa- 
rate Tamil state in northern and 
eastern provinces where most of 
them live..

months to get the show underway. 
The first attempt was in mid- April, 
with a smaller company of players 
called the Liberal Party Council, but 
the party conn prevented the show 
from going on at that time and 
demanded that a much larger pro- 
duction be mounted at a special 
session of the Liberal convention, 
whose delegates have not performed 
together since 1980. True to die spirit 
of Liberal productions, it is not even 
clear how many delegates there are 
and who is. or who is not, a delegate. 
At one point it was agreed to in- 
crease the number of delegates from 
the S08 who took part in the 1980 
spectacular to 817. But then vocifer- 
ous protest brought the number back 
to the original 808. The cast, howev- 
er, may yet increase, because some 
people who were not included this 
time around are making an awful 
squawk. Among them is Tel Aviv 
Mayor Shlomo Lahat and former 
minister Yitzhak Berman. A tech- 
nical error, say the organizers, but 
others say that this is merely a pre- 
view of coming attractions, with lots 
of fun in store for the audience. 

THE BASIC plot tine is as follows: 


the Liberals have been betrothed to 
Herut since 1965. Herat is getting a 
bit anxious, and impatient, about the 
continuing Liberal reluctance to go 
to the altar. Herutsiks complain that 
the last two decades the Liberals 
have beeh taking advantage of their 
generosity and have embarrassed 
diem more then once. Thus while 
the Liberals have brought the Likud 
almost no votes at all, they enjoyed 
great over-representation on the 
party Knesset list, while their con- 
stant bickering and internal intrigues 
have often shaken the entire Likud. 

Herat wants to end this situation 
by a total merger of all Likud compo- 
nents. In that event, it is believed, 
the root cause for the Liberal Party's 
troubles will be removed. Everyone 
in the uhited party will elect every- 
one. and there will be no more 
bizarre Liberal Party - a- political 
group many see as no longer having 
an’ ideology of a constituency and 
whose leaders are a .chance aggre- 
gate of ambitious individuals ont to 
further their own interests. To se- 
cure the merger, Herat is willing to 
over-compensate the Liberals and is 
offering them a 36 per cent slice of all 


the forums of the United Likud 
Party. 

The merger idea has been handed 
to many Liberal script -writers. One 
team - headed by Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissim, Tourism Minister 
Avrafaam Sharir and Minister of Sci- 
ence and Development Gideon Pact 
- like the offer and say that since 
they are living together with Herut 
anyway, they might as well make it 
legal. Another team sees things 
quite differently; Herut, they mam- 
tain, is forcing a shotgun wedding. If 
Herut no longer accepts cohabita- 
tion, then Lahat, Berman and Jew- 
ish Agency Chairman Aryeh Duizin 
prefer that the engagement be 
broken. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
is writing his own tines. He has 
nothing against Herat, and in fact 
has been one of its most ardent 
suitors over the years. In ideology he 
is considered more of a Herutnik 
than many Heratniks. But Moda’i 
fought hard to achieve primacy in his 
party, and he has had to defend his 
winnings against repeated attempts 
by the Nissim-Sbarir-Patt trio to 
usurp him. Now. he feels, if the three 


cannot deny him top billing, ibev will 
at least try to pull the party out from 
under him. 

So Moda’i is trying to re-write the 
script so be will stay top Liberal even 
if the Liberal Party unites with 
Herut. Thus he wants the top Liberal 
to choose all the Liberal ministers in 
a fixture Likud government. This is 
anathema both to his many adversar- 
ies in his own party and to Herat. 
The latter wants the Likud leader to 
choose all ministers, and not just 
those from Herat. Moda’i is accused 
of seeking unity in name only, while 
leaving a Liberal entity within the 
United Likud, with himself at its 
helm. 

HERUT is watching the dress re- 
hearsals for the Liberal show with 
growing dismay. Its bribe to get the 
marriage performed does not appear 
to be working. The fear in Herut is 
that the liberals will eventually - 
whether intentionally or by sheer 
foolhardiness - break up the entire 
Likud. 

This is precisely what the Labour 
segment of the audience is hoping 
for with bated breath. When the 
national unity government was first 


set up. Labour had great expecta- 
tions. Premier Shimon Peres could 
not have been sweeter to Moda'i, 
and the hope in Labour ranks was 
tbat Moda'i would cross the lines 
with a few MKs loyal to him and tip 
the finely balanced Knesset sca|fs in 
Labour's favour, making a narrow 
coalition possible. 

In rime, however, the unpredict- 
able Moda'i exasperated Peres, and 
the prime minister removed his spe- 
cial protection from Moda’i, telling 
other top Labourites that be is 
washing his bands of the man and 
that he cannot be counted on as far 
as Labour is concerned. 

But as the tie that binds Labour 
and the Likud seems to be choking 
both, and they would perhaps like a 
way out. Labour is again coming to 
look on Moda'i as its last great hope, 
even though it is clear now tbat no 
MK would follow turn out of the 
Likud. Moda'i himself has been 
softening his tone and saying that he 
will accept the derision of the Liber- 
al majority, even if it goes against 
him. . 

The betting among most Liberals 
is tbat the majority will prefer the 


Yitzhak Moda'i 

Nissim-Sharir-Patt scenario. 
Sources close to the trio predict a 
landslide of some 70 per cent in their 
favour. The Moda'i side predicts a 
close race, which can go either way. 
The Lahat -Duizin group is preparing 
to bolt the Likud if they lose, and 
either strike out on their own or join 
Shinui or Yigael Hurvitz's Ometz or 
find some other political impresario 
to hire them. 

Insiders, say all present calcula- 
tions are irrelevant. Such a large- 
scale Liberal production, thev ex- 
plain. will not be a quick affair. Once 
the curtain goes up at 10 a.m.. the 
different protagonists will act out 
different scripts simultaneously and 
will vie with each other until the wee 
hours of the niehr or well into Friday 
morning. It will be a saga of the 
survival of the fittest. Whoever can 
guarantee that more of his suppor- 
ters will stick around to the bitter 
end. will win. 

When all the smoke clears on 
Friday, it may be possible to figure 
out whether the Liberal Party has 
opted to be or not to be. whether 
Herat’s nightmare has turned into 
reality or whether Labour has made 
any gain. But since this promises to 
be a drama in the best of Liberal 
tradition, it could end with an arm-in- 
arm chorus line belting out “the 
more we are together, the happier 
we shall be,*’ or the curtain could 
come down, as in Hamlet, on a 
stage strewn with corpses. With the 
Liberals youinever can tell.

Violence and trauma to the puppy 
cannot make learning easier, and a 
proper approach will get better re- 
sults faster. 

The first stage in house training a 
puppy is to decide where you want 
him to go for his toilet needs. If you 
live at ground level and have an 
enclosed garden, you may want him 
to go outside ; however if you’re on 
^ die, third- floor and don’t 'want to 
... constantly beniqning. tip pud; cjowp _ 
fire. stairs with. him, then you may 
want to Erst train 'Riixi ftf uie a pile of 
newspapers on the balcony. Later - 
when he’s bigger and doesn’t need to 
go quite so often - you can train him 
to ask to go out. 

House training begins by teaching 
the puppy that there is a proper place 
for his toilet needs, and this starts 
with anticipating the event. Almost 
every puppy will empty its bladder 
immediately upon wakening from a 
nap and at the end of a bout of play, 
and will evacuate its bowels first 
thing on waking in the morning and 
right after a meal. These are rough 
estimates, but with a tittle attention, 
you will know what your puppy is 
going to do. So, before the event, 
take the puppy out and when he does 
what comes naturally, stroke and 
praise him. But the opposite is not 
browbeating the little creature; if 
there's an accident and you catch 
him in the act, be stem saying “no" 
and take the pup to the proper place. 
It won't take him long to get the 
point. 

There is no point in coming in 
from doing the shopping, finding a 
puddle long cold and berating the 
puppy, which has forgotten the mat- 
ter and at this moment is excited to 
see that you really didn't disappear 
and just wants to play with you and 
cannot, under any circumstances, 
understand why you are angry. 

Always wipe the place where the 
accident happened with a doth and 
some deodorant material; if it’s on 
the tiles, then a little chlorine bleach

will do fine. If it's on the rug, then 
you can spray it with a few whiffs of 
household deodorant spray. Some 
pet shops have an excellent spray for 
just this purpose, and it is a worth- 
while investment. The reason for all 
this is that the puppy tends to return 
to the same place and will sniff 


he will quickly return to the proper 
place once taught. Because it smells 
right. 

MOST DOGS, if raised dean from 
the beginning while they were with 
their mothers, will naturally want to 
be dean.

THE RIGHT 
TO KNOW L 

Elsdnt's dramatic announcement that it lost $33 
million in the year to end-March 1985 was a source of 
shock and. perhaps, consternation, in investment circles 
in both Israel and the U.S. yesterday. 

Coming so soon after the disappointing first-quarter 
earnings released by Sdtex a day or two earlier (a 
reduced profit compared to the first quarter of 1984 - by 
□o means a disaster, but a disturbing sign of vulnerabil- 
ity, nevertheless), the Elscint figures make starkly clear 
something that many people, particularly in the govern- 
ment, seem to have forgotten: high-tech is not a one-way 
ticket to socio-economic paradise. It is a generic term for 
areas of business fraught with high risk and high reward, 
and should be seen as such. 

In the U.S. the high-tech mania peaked two years ago. 
and many shares have yet to recover from the drubbing 
they took in the aftermath of that boom. One of the 
reasons that Elsdnt's price had already fallen from S28 to 
$7 in the year-and-a-balf prior to the announcement of 
the massive loss, was that the company lost a good 
measure of the faith that analysts and institutional 
investors had built up in it and its management. 

The bad news about high-tech - that it is a volatile see 
saw - has belatedly reached Israel. The government 
ought to learn the relevant lessons. 

But there is much more to tbe Elscint event than that. 
Compare the basic facts surrounding Elsdnt's announce- 
ments with what would have happened had Elsdnt been 
registered for trading in Tel Aviv and not New York. 

Consider first that the company published its results 
ten weeks after its finanria] year ended. In Israel we are 
still receiving results of companies reporting for the year 
ended December 31, 1984- almost six full months ago. 
This is an old sore, but it is worth scratching the wound 
from time to time - particularly when the difference 
between the two exchanges shows up so clearly and so 
negatively for the well-being of the small investor. 

For precisely when it is bad news that is oeing 
announced, the advantages of the disdosure rules of the 
American exchanges are highlighted. In terms of bow 
soon the news gets out, and the extent of the detail in 
which it is given, as well as the requirement to assess 
future trends for the company, and to keep shareholders 
informed of important changes even between quarterly 
reports - in all these respects the difference between a 
civilized and properly regulated exchange and the Tel 
Aviv Stock Exchange is like the difference between day 
and night.

. It is depressing to note these old and well-known facts. 
What is even more depressing is to consider that in the 
two-and-a-half years since the TASE first collapsed, m 
January 1983, nothing significant has been done about 
these fundamental faults. 

True, in the last few weeks the exchange management 
and even the Securities Authority have begun to try and 
bare the few regulatory teeth they currently have. But 
they are themselves the first to admit that what is needed 
is a total revamping of the obsolete laws governing the 
exchange and the capital market. 

In the absence of such change, observers agree, even rf 
the TASE were to come bade into favour, this would 
almost immediately bring with it the kind of crude 
manipulation and massive price swings - irrespective of 
the welfare of the company supposedly represented by 
the shares - that characterized t he boom years prior to 
the 1983 crash. 

In other words, the TASE is a sick joke when 
considered by the serious investor. That is part of tbe 
reason why so many Israeli industrial companies, unable 
to raise capital in their home market, in which all 
confidence haslong been lost, are preparing to try and do 
so in New York. 

They are aware that there they will be judged by their 
performance, both for permission to enter the chib and 
how their shares behave thereafter. 

They also know that in overseas markets the investor is 
not a mug who will buy third-class non-voting shares and 
pay no attention to the fortunes of the company because 
he regards the shares as chips to be used in a casino. 
Elscint, in fact, deliberately accepted the extra disdosure 
requirements of the "big board" - the main New York 
stock exchange - in return for the extra prestige it gave, 
compared to the more free-wheeling over-the-counter 
market. 

Sdtex. by contrast, spurns the possibility of moving, 
although it could meet all the requirements: “Our kind of 
companies are in the OTC," say Sdtex managers. 

But even tbe relatively liberal OTC is a far cry from the 
manipulated anarchy of the TASE. So long as that 
unfortunate state continues, up-and-coming Israeli firms 
will seek to raise their equity capital in New York. 
Meanwhile the Israeli stock market will be in the 
doldrums, with the absence of volume reflecting the 
derision in which it is held by all serious investors, and 
with the gamblers waiting for another opportunity to 
take over and have a ball. A fate, in the opinion of many, 
that it richly deserves, but that the country cannot afford.

But the team of five information 
gatherers attached to ihe commis- 
sion continued working through 
May and into June, interviewing and 
questioning numerous persons in the 
financial sector whom they thought 
would give, or who had been- men- 
tioned by others as having, relevant 
testimony. 

In all. the investigators summoned 
some 70 witnesses. In the last batch, 
interviewed during May, were the 
two MKs and a large number of 
other senior executives who had not 
been invited to testify in public for 
one reason or another — including 
the need to save time and complete 
the information-gathering stage of 
the inquiry. 

Shapira. a member of the Knesset 
finance committee and chairman of 
the coalition in the second Begin and 
Shamir government, was also chair- 
man of the Bank of Israel advisory 
committee. In fact, this last post 
lapsed as of March 31, 1985 along 
with the validity of the entire advis- 
ory' committee. (Report on page 
one) 

' Shapira had a major role in the 
drama of October 1983, and his 
intervention was detailed in public 
evidence from Aridor. his director- 
general Prof. EzraSadan and others. 
According to Aridor, it was Shapira 
who alerted him on October 6 that 
foreigners were beginning to with- 
draw their funds from free foreign 
currency accounts in Israel banks, 
and this catapulted Aridor into im- 
mediate action. Sadan also related 
how, in the all-night cabinet session 
that settled the terras of the 
"arrangement” guaranteeing the 
dollar value of the bank shares, it 


was Shapira who - arriving at 3.45 
a.m. when everything had been set- 
tled — insisted that the guarantee 
should be fixed at 85% of the dollar 
value as of October 6. and not at 
70% as the Treasury had wished. 
Sadan repeatedly referred to this as 
“the intervention of a higher 
force.”. 

Melamed was another member of 
the finance committee in 1981-3. the 
period under investigation but lost 
his Knesset seat in last July's elec- 
tions. 

Among the other witnesses in this 
most recent batch were Discount 
Bank senior managers Tadraor, 
Lahav and Cassuio. as well as Oudi 
Re can an who was also in day-to-day 
control of that bank's securities acti- 
vities and Benny Schwartz of the 
securities department. For Bank 
Leumi. chief operating officer Mor- 
dechai Einhorn appeared long after 
most of his colleagues. Yosef Sarig. 
formerly director-general of the 
Bank of Israel and a such a frequent- 
ly mentioned figure in the evidence 
of Governor Moshe Mandelbaum, 
Examiner of Banks Galia Maor and 
others, and Ya'akov Gadish, Ari- 
dor’s budget director and another 
senior official ‘‘fingered” in other 
testimonies appeared in late May. So 
did Ei tan Raff, accountant-general 
under Aridor, and Yakir Plessner, 
Aridor’s eminence grise whom he 


installed as deputv-govemor of the 
Bank of Israel. 

A phalanx of Bank Hapoalim 
seniOT executives included Amnou 
Sadeh, Richard Annon and Eliahu 
Ben Amram (who had to appear, 
twice) and two ex-Hapoalim men. 
Hagai . Blich (ex-manager of the 
securities department, now broker 
and company director) and Yossi 
Rieger, who is credited with having 
invented the concept and practice of 
regulation of bank shares with the 
late Ya’acov Levinson (Bank 
Hapoalim chairman, committed 
suicide. February 1984) and later 
found fame as one of the key figures 
behind the stock market boom of 
1982, along with his partner Ehezer 
Fishman. 

A late addition to the list of wit- 
nesses was one of the partners from 
the accounting firm Haft and Haft, 
whose two biggest customers are 
Bank Hapoalim and Discount Bank. 

The testimony heard from these 
witnesses was taped by the commis- 
sion but has not been released to the 
public, as was that of the public 
witnesses. For the five commission 
members, though, it represented 
more evidence to be sorted through 
and absorbed on the way to making 
the series of decisions which will 1 
culminate in the much-feared and 
long-awaited warning letters, due 
out next week.

quarter. This resulted both from the 
outright cancellation of orders that 
had been reported in the past and 
from the non-recognition of several 
other orders as final sales in the 
company's books.

On April 1 Elscint’s chairman, 
Avraham Suharai, took over the 
running of the vital U.S. operation, 
replacing Charles Haverty, who had 
joined Elscint from Xonics in late 
1983. Suhami has since reduced the 
U.S. work force from 820 to 740, as 
well as cutting staff elsewhere. 

The company is now determined 
to “work on its bottom line," as one 
executive put it yesterday, seeking to 
maintain sales at around the $150m. 
level for the current year and cutting ! 
its production and operating costs as 
far as possible. 

Company sources projected sales 
in the current quarter to improve to 
between S30-40m., but offered no 
profit prediction.

Big U.S. banks 
cut prime rate 
to 9 per cent 

NEW YORK (Reuter. AP). - The 
prime rate dipped into single figures 
for the first time in nearly seven 
years yesterday as several major 
banks cut the interest they charge to 
their best corporate customers by 
half a point, to 9.5%, 

Morgan Guaranty Trust led the 
wav and was quickly followed by 
Bankers Trust. Chase Manhattan 
and Citibank, the largest U.S. Bank. 
First Chicago and Continental Illi- 
nois also joined the move. 

Other banks were expected to fall 
into line quickly amid growing signs 
of weakness in the U.S. economy. 
The prime rale cut closely followed a 
report by the Commerce Depart- 
ment that new housing construction 
fell by 13.7% during May. its biggest 
one-month decline in more than a 
year. 

The prime rate cut and the gloomy 
economic news pushed the dollar to 
its lowest levels in two months. By 
mid-session it had slid to 3.0270 
German marks for the first time 
since mid- April. 2.5 pfennigs below 
the previous close. 

Spot gold jumped S5.80, to 
S324.70 an ounce. 

The prime rate was last as low as 
9.5% for two weeks in September 
1978. It has not been below 10% 
since it was raised to that level from 
9.75% on October 13. 1978. 

The prime rate is also important to 
Third World borrowers, many of 
whom pay interest charges pegged to 
the prime rate - usually a percentage 
point or more above it. 


Market continues to shrivel

TEL AVIV. - Volume sank further 
in both bonds and shares yesterday, 
while prices were firmer in bonds bur 
mixed in shares. Interest in the mar- 
kets is totally lacking. 

The action, of course, was all 
taking place — indeed, had already 
taken place - far away across the 
seas, in New York. The surprise 
announcement from Elscint sent 
Elton, which holds a large chunk of 
that company, reeling as well. While 
business continued in New York, 
even if not quite as normal, the Tel 
Aviv Stock Exchange stuck to its 
own antiquated procedures and 
proclaimed a trading halt in Elron 
yesterday. 

The purpose of such a move is to 
allow shareholders to catch up with 
the news, which is assumed to travel 
slowly in Israe’. Meanwhile though, 
shareholders of the same Elron stock 
in New York had two whole trading 
days to do what they liked, and when 
Elron finally opens here today, it will 
have to come into line with the facts 
already established on the over-the- 
counter market in New York. 

So much for protecting the small 
shareholder. It may be recalled that 
Elron is one of the ten biggest “free” 
shares on the TASE. and carries 
weight in the largest single sector, 
the industrials. If. therefore, it falls 


by ten or more per cent I today, the 
whole market will be affected. 

Meanwhile yesterday the mam in- 
dices remained almost stable, as adv- 
ances and declines closed the gap 
between them. 

Oils finally took a break from their 
dizzying ascent and fell back 2.88%, 
presumably on profit-taking. Special- 
ized financial institutions rose 2%, 
but elsewhere stability reigned - in- 
cluding the “arrangement" sector, 
where yields continue to rise. 

A new series of Treasury bills 
brought that market back to life, but 
the monthly yield at which it was 
traded - 16.33% - showed that the 
Bank of Israel is intent on pushing 
interest rates higher, probabiy soon.

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The Ata dilemma 

ATA DOES NOT get off the government’s agenda. The reason 
why the full cabinet has to discuss the issue again is that it has 
been dealt with in a typical lackadaisical and amateurish 
manner from the beginning. 

Lackadaisical and amateurish because the government to 
this day has no solid basis of undisputed facts on which to take a 
decision. Each of the parties concerned has its own set of 
evaluations of what it will cost the government to keep Ata 
going, and no single set is generally agreed upon. The only 
certainty in the whole messy affair is that the government will 
have to pay - and pay a lot, and indefinitely. 

The ostensible reason for keeping Ata vegetating on a 
governmental heart-and-lung machine, with intravenous infu- 
sions of public money, was to keep Ata’s workers off the dole 
and to assure them a respectable livelihood in an enterprise that 
once had a symbolic national value. 

But the fate of Ata’s workers has by now become a side issue. 
The workers have turned into a ball which politicians lob into 
one another's court. In the nine tortuous months of uncertainty 
during which 450 of their original number have already been 
sacked, the older among the workers could by now have been 
pensioned off, and many of the younger ones could have been 
provided with alternative jobs. But this has not been done. 

The question now is how much money the government is 
prepared to hand out to some dubious investors, who have 
condescended to buy the sick textile combine with government 
largesse. Like many investors in Israel before them, the present 
lot are generous with promises. They will hold on to Ata for ten 
years, they will invest cash of their own in new machinery - 
naturally, long after they have received government cash - and 
they will export 30 milli on dollars' worth of Ata products a year 
after five years. 

Not a single one of these commitments will be enforceable. 
Meanwhile, however, the government will also have to give the 
investors the lands in Ata’s possession. Since these lands are 
now worthless, they will have to be upgraded by changing their 
designation and by buying up half the homes that are to be built 
on them and that nobody needs or wants. 

Yet the employment of Ata’s workers will still not be assured 
if the government, in its unwisdom, decides to go through with 
the deal proposed by Industry Minister Ariel Sharon (and 
seconded by his colleagues Moshe Shahal and David Levy). If 
the investors discover within three months that they will, after 
all, have to fire a few hundred more workers, not a rooster will 
crow. The government will then wash its hands of the whole 
matter. 

The politicians who are so eagerly pushing for a solution to 
the Ata problem will, however, have achieved their purpose:. 
Mr. Sharon will have found investors to enrich among his 
friends, Mr. Shahal will have satisfied his Haifa constituency 
that he has “saved" Ata, and David Levy will once again have 
demonstrated how great a tribune of the poor he is. 

The issue is now in the hands of Prime Minister Peres. In 
order to reach a decision the first requirement on which Mr. 
Peres should insist, even at this late date, is that a team of 
experts be formed to establish authoritatively what the facts 
and the figures in the Ata case really are. A tittle bit of staff 
work never huzts when it comes to decision-making. 

That may not be much to the liking of Mr. Sharon, as he has 
shown in his conduct of the Lebanon war. He prefers to blame 
his opponents for his failures. Ata is less important than the 
Lebanon war, but it is important enough for Mr. Peres to 
overrule Mr. Sharon.

that most of the 80 items on the 
government’s list of controlled items 
are being sold above their list price at 
all but the large chain stores. 

In some instances, shopkeepers 
have gone back to posting prices in 
dollars. Some 650 volunteers were 
involved in the poll, which took in 50 
selected settlements. 

Both Peres and Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i yesterday came out 
in favour of going at least some way 
towards meeting the demands of the 
truckers and the cab drivers, feeling 
that their demands were justified as 
a result of the recent sharp rise in the 
price of fuel. 

But these rises require the approv- 
al of the Prices Commissioner, who 
is directly subject to the authority of 
Sharon at the Industry and Trade 
Ministry. And- Sharon has said that 
be will not authorize them unless the 
other rises being demanded by the 
Manufacturers Association are also 
approved. 

But speaking at the Knesset Eco- 
nomic Committee yesterday, Sharon 
said that he would authorize the 
increases demanded by the truckers 
and cab drivers, without giving in to 
the industrialists - if instructed to do 
so by Peres. 

He said that Peres should convene 
the ministers represented on the 
Economic and Social Council and 
give them precise instructions. 

Peres told Kol Yisrael radio 
yesterday that he was determined to 
keep the package deal intact. 

“I shall do everything in my power 
to see that there is dialogue between 
the government, the Histadrut and 
the manufacturers, as long as that 
dialogue itself doesn't become an 
obstacle." 

Sharon, too, yesterday confirmed 
his commitment to the package deal, 
telling the Knesset committee that 
according to his ministry's calcula- 
tions, inflation could jump to 30-40 
per cent in August if the package 
deal Ms apart. 

He noted that be would be meet- 
ing with the food manufacturers to- 
day in an effort to persuade them not 
to go ahead with their three-day 
strike. 

The food manufacturers “are will- 
ing to call off the strike the first 
moment the price hikes [we are 
demanding] are granted,” Dan 


Propper, deputy head of the Food 
Processing Division in the Manufac- 
turers Association, said yesterday. 

“But if our demands are not met 
by the end of these three days, we 
will consider closing down produc- 
tion lines for an indefinite period,” he 
said, adding, “production costs arc 
rising steadily, but our prices are 
frozen. We cannnot continue under 
such circumstances.” 

What angers Propper and the 
other industrialists more than any- 
thing else, is that the Industry and 
Trade Ministry has already 
approved price hikes based on eco- 
nomic calculations for these 130 
items (mainly food, but also some 
other items, such as plastic bags 
etc.), but Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar vetoed 
*. them, on “political grounds. ” 

Originally some 20 plants were to 
strike for three days - the first time 
such a joint effort has been made by 
so many factories; but the number 
grew to more than forty yesterday, 
and following the favourable re- 
sponse among the workers, who 
were informed of the reasons behind 
the strike, the number is expected to 
grow to sixty by today. 

“Perhaps our tactics in pressing 
our demands were badly orga- 
nized," Propper said. “If we acted 
like the taxi drivers or the truck 
drivers, if we were to block the roads 
and demonstrate, perhaps we would 
have been able to get what was 
promised. We have enough trucks to 
jam the roads too, but we decided to 
act quietly." 

Other industrialists yesterday 
noted that the package deal was 
dying a natural death; it would not 
bfe renewed in July. So far, the 
industrialists have not asked to meet 
with Peres or with Kessar; however, 
they will meet with Sharon within 
the next few days. “But there is little 
he can do except reaffirm the justi- 
fication of our position." 

Manufacturer Association circles 
yesterday did not believe th8t any 
shortages would develop in the 
stores by the end of the week “unless 
a wave of panic buying sets in." 

But according to the Histadrut 
pollsters yesterday, many items had 
already disappeared from the 
shelves, apparently in anticipation of 
price hikes. 


Opportunity to act 
in the West Bank

FOR THE LAST year or more, the 
U.S. government has repeatedly 
called for improved quality of life for 
the Arab population of the 
West Bank and Gaza. From Secret- 
ary of State George Shultz down. 
U.S. officials have urged Israel to 
allow greater economic freedom in 
the territories, and. in particular, to 
ease restrictions on U.S. aid projects 
for the area. 

These calls have dramatized 
Israel's sclerotic economic policies in 
the territories, and have drawn 
attention to new opportunities. Un- 
fortunately. neither Israel nor the 
United States has thus far taken the 
next steps to give concrete meaning 
to these opportunities. 

U.S. assistance to the territories 
has been modest - infinitesimal, com- 
pared with aid to Israel - but compa- 
rable to many small developing 
countries which receive U.S. assist- 
ance. During the last 10 years ( 1975- 
1984), U.S. government aid has 
amounted to 575m. 

The assistance has been significant 
for both economic and political 
reasons: First, it has been one of the 
few development resources in a re- 
latively capital-starved economy. 
Second, and more important, it has 
symbolized a direct official link be- 
tween the United Stares govern- 
ment and the Palestinian Arab 
population. This, indeed, is the fea- 
ture which has preoccupied Israeli 
officials in particular, and has 
accounted for their ambivalence or 
occasional outright opposition to the 
American aid. 


NOT ALL of the aid has been con- 
troversial. For many years before 
the Six Day War and continuing to 
this day, between 100.000 and 
200,000 West Bank and Gaza inhabi- 
tants have received food donations 
from the U.S. -funded Food-for- 
Peace Programme. 

Part of this food has been distri- 
buted to the needy; another part has 
been used to stimulate small-scale 


economic and soda! development 
such as improvements in agricultural 
practices, participation in mother 
and child health clinics, and voca- 
tional training. 

Administered by two American 
voluntary agencies - Care and 
Catholic Relief Services - these acti- 
vities have been carried out in coop- 
eration with local Arab part- 
ners and the Israeli authorities. Few 
if any of these projeers have given 
rise to controversy. Similarly. U.S. 
aid to two Christian institutions in 
Bethlehem - a children's orthopedic 
hospital and Bethlehem L'niversity- 
has not been opposed by the Israeli 
authorities. 

What has aroused repeated con- 
trovesy between Israel on the one 
hand and the Arabs of the territories 
and the U.S. government on the 
other, is the special socio-economic 
development programme initiated in 
1975. 

Avowedly economic in its goals, 
the programme emerged as part of a 
Kissinger strategy in the post-Yom 
Kippur War period, of holding out 
economic bait for political modera- 
tion and cultivating some form of 
direct bilateral U.S. -Palestinian con- 
tacts in the territories. 

Israel did not at first object to this 
new’ programme - perhaps because it 
failed to differentiate in policy be- 
tween this new programme and the 
familiar Food-for- Peace one. or be- 
cause the small scale of the program- 
me - it started with a mere Sim. in 
1975 - seemed too negligible for 
concern. 

Like the food distribution activi- 
ties. the new socio-economic de- 
velopment programme was en- 
trusted to American Private Volun- 
tary Organizations (PVOs) for ex- 
ecution. As it got under way, it 
became obvious that the six PVOs 
involved in the new programme had 
their own agendas and priorities, 
and above all wanted to safeguard 
the bilateral U.S. link to the Palesti- 
nian Arab population, as foreseen in 


the legislative policy guidelines 
establishing the programme. 

WHEN THE ISRAELI occupation 
authorities became aware of these 
trends, they reacted ambivalently. 
How could’ they oppose assistance 
for socio-economic development, 
especially in the fight of increasing 
signsof economic stagnation? At the 
same time, should they countenance 
projects which might- in their view- 
undermine Israeli political, security 
or economic interests? 

In the absence of substantive U.S. 
government supervision at policy 
levels, the PVOs interpreted their 
mission according to their own back- 
ground and predilections. Some of 
them went far to distance themselves 
from the occupation authorities and 
to identify with the Palestinian Arab 
cause. 

The Israeli authorities, on the 
other hand, lacking a positive policy 
framework of their own, sought re- 
fuge in a paternalistic?, status-quo- 
oriented policy. 

As the former Israeli coordinator 
for the territories, Benyamin Ben 
Eliezer. once put it: 

"No voluntary organization has 
the autonomy to do whatever it 
pleases in this part of the world. 
Here on the West Bank there is law, 
order and administration. We know 
exactly who is who. who needs what, 
and to whom to render assistance." 

Against this background. Israeli 
authorities developed a cumber- 
some approval and reporting struc- 
ture. which created much ill wifi 
through long delays and the occa- 
sional disapproval of projects with- 
out adequate explanation. Some of 
the PVO’s responded with confron- 
tational practices of their own and 
complaints to the U.S. Consulate 
General and the U.S. Embassy. 

THESE PRESSURES and counter- 
pressures in turn created their own 
policy dilemmas for the Israeli au- 
thorities and U.S. officials, as well as

THE OTHER SIDE 
OF THE COIN 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - Two letters written by two 
Conservative rabbis appeared in 
your paper on June 9 in defence of 
the Conservative Judaism boycott. 
Since the Conservatives boycotted- 
the bands who voted to amend, it 
would follow that the Orthodox 
should have boycotted the hands 
that voted not to amend. But that 
was not done. I wish to point out that 
the 51 hands that voted to amend the 
Law of Return did not malign the 
Jews in America. The amendment 
deals only with Gentiles who were 
converted and later came to Israel. 
The 51 hands wish to know if their 
sons and daughters can intermarry 
with the offspring of the converted 
Gentiles. 

But the Reform and Conservative 
rabbis have misled the Jews in 
America by saying that, if the 
amendment is passed, it will affect 
them personally. No Reform or 
Conservative Jew who came to Israel 
was denied any privilege under the 
Law of Return". It is only the person 
who is converted whose Judaism is 
being questioned. And it is not such 
a big deal to go through conversion 
here in Israel. A lawyer who prac- 
tised law in America is not permitted 
to practise in Israel unless he com- 
plies with the requirements of the 
Israel Chamber of Advocates, which 
is much harder to do than foj a 
convert to comply with tbe require- 
ments of the Israel rabbinate. 

Rabbi Pearl says that, by their 
vote, tbe 51 said: “Your rabbis are no 
rabbis” and “your conversions are 
no conversions.” The Conservative 
rabbis have joined the Reform rab- 
bis to fight against the amendment. 

In other words, they say that ail of 
their conversions, -whether Reform 
or Conservative, are to be recog- 
nized as legitimate. Any Conserva- 
tive rabbi who says that a Reform 
conversion' is legitimate cannot be 
trusted that his conversions are 
legitimate.

Tbe latter wanted more aid, with 
as few strings as possible: U.S. offi* 
dais sympathized, but - depending 
in pan on whether they sat in the 
Jerusalem consulate, the Tel Aviv 
embassy or the State Department in 
Washington - were prepared to rec- 
ognize a smaller or larger measure of 
legitimate Israeli involvement. 

Israeli authorities faced the big- 
gest dilemma. Deeply suspidous of 
the thrust of the U.S. programme, 
they wished to control it and limit its 
economic and political impact, but 
this would inevitably lead to con- 
frontations with the U.S. - Israel's 
best friend and protector. 

Was it worth damaging this rela- 
tionship for the sake of a few million 
dollars going to the territories? 

Meron Benvenisti. in a recent 
study of the work of three of the 
PVOs concerned, sought to show 
that the Israeli authorities success- 
fully diverted U.S. aid away from 
productive economic development 
toward social welfare activities. 
While there no doubt was some 
Israeli manipulation, Benvenisti’s 
study is not folly convincing. 

Based on data of only three oat of 
six operating PVOs, and using exces- 
sively stringent criteria of economic 
development, the study fails to cre- 
dit achievements in stimulating eco- 
nomic development (e.g. by sup- 
plying equipment for cooperatives, 
seedling distribution, rural water 
supply, upgrading academic staffs, 
vocational training etc.), and shows 
little understanding for the complex 
- sometimes contradictory - role 
played by the Israeli authorities. 

Nevertheless, tbe study has 
helped draw public attention to one 
of tbe less palatable aspects of 
Israel’s occupation policy, and has 
compelled U.S. decision-makers to 
reappraise their own policy thrusts in 
the territories. 

THE RESULT of this reappraisal, 
spurred on by Shultz's personal in- 
volvement, has been somewhat in- 
creased U.S. aid for the on-going 
U.S. socio-economic development 
programme in the territories ($9 mil- 
lion in 1984), greater willingness to 
take on the Israeli authorities in 


defence of PVO-adminntered pro-: 
jects, and an apparent readiness to 
•onsider new ideas to bolster the 
economic situation in the territories.' 

By a happy coincidence of cir- 
cumstances. this renewed U.S. in- 
terest was matched on the Israeli: 
tide by tbe coming io power of the 
Peres government which, early on in 
its administration, endorsed the no- 
tion of improving the "quality of- 
fife” in the territories. Steps were 
also taken to ameliorate the func-'j 
tioning of the Israel Government's 
project approval process;-' and to en- 
hance the general economic atmos- 
phere in the territories; - 

Both the U.S. and Israeli govern- 
ments seem to have reached a water- 
shed with respect to these questions. 

Is the past, the U.S. government, 
intent on cultivating bilateral ties j 
with the Palestinian Arabs of the !

The Israelis, for their part, deter- * 
mined to resrrict and control the * MM 

economy of the territories, and 
propelled by deep suspicions of the 
PVO's motives, chose a policy of 
inaction and obstruction which only 
added to existing tensions. 

As partners in the larger effort to 
bring peace to the region. American 
and Israeli policy-makers now have a 
real opportunity to help shape an 
assistance programme designed to 
give the population of the territories 
a greater stake in a peaceful future. 

But in order to succeed, tbe U.S. 
government must take the policy 
reins into its own hands and move 
beyond the present, PVO- 
dominated pattern of development: 
and the Israelis must rid themselves 
of outworn suspicions and paternal- 
ism, and allow the territories greater 
latitude in developing their econo- 
mic potential.
